SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Personal Contacts - An Invitation to Sensual Adventure 
Number 12 is classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 

This is due to the explicit sexual description which dominates the publication. The 
magazine offers a service for people to contact others for sexual liaisons. The 
magazine offers a reputable service intolerant to abuse. The editorial maintains the 
integrity of the advertisers, threatening to delete those who abuse this by being 
dishonest or misusing the advertising format to engage in illegal acts, such as sex with 
minors or misusing drugs. There is social merit and value in the positive sexual 
service the magazine offers for the New Zealand public. 

There is a vast array of sexual preferences and activities described in the 
advertisements. The reference made to persons of the age of 16 years in a few 
advertisements in the magazine appears to reflect the common knowledge that this is 
the age of consent, rather than an aim to sexually exploit young persons. In addition, 
this magazine contains a cartoon with a joke being made of a priest purchasing a choir 
boy modeled sex toy. This parody is intended to be humorous and lewd, rather than 
reflect any realistic support for any image of an adult expressing a sexual interest in 
children. Thus, the magazine does not promote or support, or tend to promote or 
support, the exploitation of children or young persons for sexual purposes. A very few 
advertisements use coded descriptions and slang to refer to urination. The 
descriptions are so ambiguous they do not necessarily associate urination with sexual 
activity. Therefore, the magazine neither promotes or supports, nor tends to promote 
or support, urination in association with sexual conduct. 

Due to the explicit nature of the sexual description in the magazine, the restriction to 
an adult audience under the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 is 
considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law. This classification overrides the 
rights and freedoms outlined in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but is 
considered to be demonstrably justified to avoid injury being caused to the public good 
by the general availability of such material. 
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
